BLAME IT TO LIONS 

Monrovia Hunters Think Deer 
Are Thinned Out By Their 
Wild Enemies. 

Monrovia News:—That local siiorts- 
men may Join forces In a concerted 
effort to drive mountain lions out of 
this part of the mountains, is the be¬ 
lief of a number of well known hunt¬ 
ers of .Monrovia and the vicinity. The 
situation has developed strongly this 
season, when very few deer have been 
found in the hills above .Monrovia, 
while lion tracks are plentiful, esiic- 
dally in the' country freipiented by 
deer. 

There bus been consideralde inter¬ 
est in lion hunting since llollle Sey- 
j mour returned the other day with his 
I handsome trophy, and many hunters 
who have tramped the hills In a vain 
effort to cateli sight of a buck are 
ready to take the warpath against the 
big niountuin cats. 

Although many deer are killed an¬ 
nually In the state by men during the 
30 days of open season, it is estimated 


by old-time hunters and trapper.«, men 
familiar with ( (jnditions forest and 
mountain, that iiKjuntain lions do 
much more harm to deer than human 
beings. .A number (,f Oregon hunters 
recently agreed that at a conservative 
estimate a full grown lion destroys at 
an average 75 deer annually. This 
enormous slaughter makes It impera¬ 
tive that the lions be thinned out from 
the deer country, or there will soon 
cease to be any deer hunting at all. 
.As it is. the federal authorities are 
now considering closing the deer sea¬ 
son for n number of years.

Ihirlng tlie first crusade In 
I’ope lirliaii II. iis..%igned to all of tlie 
Christian nations as standards crosses 
varying In color and design, eiidileiii- 
atic of the warfare in which tliey were 
engaged. To the Seoteli trooiis was 
assigned the white saltire, known as 
tile white cross of St. Andrew, on a 
blue Held.

How to Play the "Cut-out" Game With 
the Youngsters. 

Mothers are often at their wits’ end 
to know what to do with convalescing 
children. Uuring this trying time it 
takes much ingenuity to keep them in¬ 
terested. 

One of the most plea.surable things 
to lioy and girl alike is tlie cut-out 
game. It is as old as the hills and yet 
has kept ILs newness and interest to 
this day. The lioy will scorn the ordi¬ 
nary cut-out phiy. but give him fir.st a 
hlank book, then a catalogue from a 
sporting firm, a [lair of scissors and a 
bottle of glue and tell him to furnish 
you a summer camp in tlie .Adiron- 
daeks, such as he would like to live in; 
then suggest that he tix iqi a scene in 
Canada in the winter time, witli ski¬ 
ing, skating, and so on. 

Tlie way to interest the little chap 
is to e.xcite ids imagiiintion first. I4e- 
seribe to him in detail the interior, 
then the extei-ior. of a eam[j in the 
woods; then tell liiin to cut out from 
the catalogue all tlie idctures which 
have anything to do with tent life. 
These include guns, fisliing rods, boats, 
cooking utensils, cots. et<'. Clotliing 
for summer camping will probably be 
illustrated liy idctures of men or wom¬ 
en dressed in tliese garments. Tliese 
figures may lie grouped rouinl a tire 
or standing in a canoe or climbing the 
mountains, 

Wlien the etiild lias a number of il¬ 
lustrations cut out let liini use ids*in¬ 
genuity to furnish the scene. Much 
can lie done if the mother can draw a 
hit. In sm li a ea.se slie could outline 
on tlie first page the inside of a hare 
tent, to be furnished liy tlie etiild tin 
the second page could lie the outside 
of the tent, witli the mountain in the 
background and a lake at one side 

Further iuterost can lie added to this 
game by giving the little one a set of 
crayons with wldi-h to color the pic¬ 
tured scenes. AA'ater cidors .are a joy 
to children If they can lie arranged in 
such a way that the water will not 
spill. An exeelleiit way to do this is 
to give the child a sewing board.

To be eoiiHiiiiiHl.v adding stripes would 
make the Hag I’i'r.v awkward In sliape 
and ap|»earnnre. so after arguing the 
matter for two years congress dei ided 
to n'tiirn to tlie original thirteen stripes 
and one star for each state.

One systematic housewife has a | 
kitchen calendar which she makes her- , 
self each year early In December and j 
which she claims Is Invaluable. She | 
prepares 365 sheets of fairly heavy pa- j 
per, so that it does not tear easily. [ 
One-half Inch frotn the top of the pa- | 
per on each side a hole Is punched; j 
through this a cord Is run so that the ' 
pages turn easily. Each page is dated, j 
Immediately under the date every | 
Monday has "washing” written, Tues- ' 
day "Ironing." Wednesday "silver and ; 
brasses cleaned." Thursday "cleaning ^ 
bedroO'Dis and bathrooms,” Friday 
"cleaning living rooms and dining ' 
room" and Saturday “cleaning kitchen, | 
pantries, Icebox, etc." ! 

This plainly Indicates the main out- : 
line of the week's work. The rest of | 
the page is blank, so that a good big i 
space is left for Incidental happenings. 

If there Is to be a dinner Wednesday, 
for iuytance. it is put down, with the 
number of guests invited. Then the 
menu Is planned and written in, and 
sufficient space is left at the bottom 
for memoraiidn of purchases that are 
needful. Tills particular housewife as¬ 
serts that her homemade kitchen cal¬ 
endar suits her better than any she 
can buy because it Is absolutely indi¬ 
vidual. Ofteu good recipes are jotted 
down, and at the end of the year, when 
It Is time to hang up the new calendar, 
these are copied off and put in the 
recipe division of the card catalogue 
box. 

One of the cardinal principles of the 
efficient housewife Is to concentrate 
her thought on the work of the hour 
and not waste mental energy on the 
luuuiiierabie tasks which the day holds 
for her. 

There is the story of the woman who 
lamented: 'Tlere’s Monday and all the 
washing's got to be done! Tuesday, 
the ironing! Wixlucsday. the baking! 
Goodness, half the week's gone and not 
a thing done yet!" 

One truly efficient little woman was 
asked how she could give so many de¬ 
lightful little entertainments, and do 
it apparently, with no trouble and such 
manifest enjoyment on her own part 
She smiled wisely and said. "I al¬ 
ways plan ahead, hut 1 never worry 
ahead” If she Is to give a dinner 
Thursday, for instance, the menu is 
prepared and the main ordering done 
Tuesday. She is fortuinite in having 
a butcher slie can trust, so that her 
meats are ordered then for delivery 
Thursday. Wednesday she prepares 
the soup stock. Then she looks over 
her linen, dishes and silver and has 
everything in readiness to set the ta¬ 
ble the next afternoon. Early Thurs¬ 
day morning she is out, coinrileting her 
ordering, and by noon everything la 
ready for the actual cooking. Directly 
after luncheon the table la arranged 
and then she rests for an hour or two. 
She has even been known to go to a 
club meeting or a bridge party, much 
to the ainazenient of friends who know 
her plans for the evening. 

Her dinners are always successful, 
for the guests are sure to find an en¬ 
thusiastic welcome, which makes them 
feel tliat they are reaUy wanted, and 
that there Itus been no trouble or fuss 
in preparing for them.
